As  in  past  years,  college  rep¬ 
resentatives  from  the  entire 
.state  last  weekend  took  over 
the  State  Capitol  chambers. in 
Jefferson  City  for  three,  days 
and  were  educated  in  the  legis¬ 
lative  processes  by  serving  as 
legislators. 

After  the  group  aissembled, 
it  was  divided  into  a  Senate 
and  House.  During  the  year  the 
students  had  drafted  biUs 
which  were  presented  at  the  3- 
day  session.  They  engaged  in 
debate  over  the  bills,  first  in 
committees,  then  on  the  floor 
of  each  house,  before  casting 
their  votes. 

Each  of  the  political  parties 
cauciised  and  nominated  candi¬ 
dates  for  governor  and  lieuten¬ 
ant  governor.  Then  after  a  joint 
assembly  of  all  delegates,,  they 
proceeded  with  the  balloting. 

The  newly  elected  governor 
presented  the  inaugural  ad¬ 
dress  and  appointed  all  neces¬ 
sary  officers  for  the  function¬ 
ing  of  the  mock  government. 

The  MISL  governor  works 
throughout  the  year  planning 
the  next  year’s  session.  During 
the  session  he  signs  or  vetoes 
bills,  makes  appointments,  and 
performs  other  executive  tasks. 

1  Because  of  the  large  number 
of  students  who  wish  to  parti¬ 
cipate  in  MISL  pre-MISL  dis¬ 
trict  conventions  are  set  up  in 
different  areas  throughout  the 
state  to  choose  delegates,  Phoe¬ 
nix  reported.  There  are  seven 
districts  with  an  elected  chair¬ 
man  who  decides  the  time  and 
place  of  the  convention.

Available  to  1968  Graduates

Fellowships,  offered  by  the 
Danforth  Foundation  of^  St. 
Louis,  are  available  to  “men 
and  women ,  who  have  serious 
interest  in  college  teaching  as 
a  career,  and  who  plan  to 
study  for  a  PhD.  in  a  field 
common  to  the  undergrad¬ 
uate  major.  Applicants  may 
be  single  or  married,  must  be 
less  than  thirty  years  of  age 
at  the  time  of  application,  and 
may  not  have  undertaken  any 
graduate  or  professional  ^udy 
beyond  the  baccalaureate. 

Danforth  Graduate  Fellows 
are  eligible  for  four  years  of 
financial  assistance,  with  a 
maximum  annual  living  sti¬ 
pend  of  12400  for  single  Fel¬ 
lows  and  12950  for  married 
Fellows,  plus  tuition  and  fees. 
Dependency  allowances  are 
available.  Financial  need  is 
not  a  condition  for  considera¬ 
tion. 

Special  attention  is  given  to 
three  areas  in  considering 
candidates  for  Fellowships: 

1.  Evidence  of  intellectual 
power  which  is  flexible  and  of 
wide  range;  of  academic 
achievement  which  is  a 
tliorough  foundation  of  grad¬ 
uate  study.

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Oean  Thate  Offers  Help 

In  Solving  Enrollment  Problems 

Misunderstandings  coming  from  anxiety  -  plagued  stu¬ 
dents  concei'ning  the  new  catalog  changes  has  prompted 
Dean  Thate  to.  assure  presently  enrolled  students  that  tbe 
new  policies  will  not  jeopardize  their  work. 

Dr.  Thate  has  stressed  that  the  changes  in  the  mew 
catalog  center  mostly  around  the  general  studies  require¬ 
ments  and  the  major  and  minor  course  sequences. 

There  have  been  additions  as  well  as  deletions  to  the 
requirements.  For  example,  the  humanistic  studio  require-  . 
meat  has  been  increased  but  has  been  somewhat  liberal 
ized.  Whereas,  in  the  past,  Humanities  I  and  II  were  both 
required  to  fulfill  this  requirement,  in  the  new  catalog 
such  courses  as  some  in  literature,  drama,  philosophy, 
and  Western  civilization,  can  be  elected  to  fulfill  the  require¬ 
ment. 

Dean  Thate  states  further,  "In  some  cases,  course  sub¬ 
stitutions  may  be  necessary  for  students  remaining  with 
the  old  catalog.  However,  this  practice  should  not  occur 
very  often,  and  when  it  does  occur,  it  generally  will  not 
increase  the  student  burden. 

“I  genuinely  believe  that  most  of  the  limited  changes 
that  will  be  necessary  will  work  to  the  students’  advan¬ 
tage  rather  than  to  their  disadvantage.  Certainly  no  stu¬ 
dent  need  concern  himself  unduly  with  the  new  change  in 
the  catalog.  The  changes  that  have  been  made  have  been 
made  with  the  best  interest  of  the  student  in  mind,  so  we 
shall  keep  the  best  interest  of  the  student  in  mind  in 
bringing  about  the  transition  to  tlie  new  catalog.” 

Currently  enroUed  students  may  elect  to  finish  their  de¬ 
grees  under  the  policies  and  requirements  imposed  by  the 
new  catalog  if  they  wish,  Dr.  Thate  added. 

He  likewise  encoui’ages  any  student  who  has  a  specific 
question  relative  to  his  own  personal  program  to  come  to 
his  office  to  have  the  problem  resolved.
